HOOVER DENIES 
SEEKING JOB 
PRESIDENT 


Backs Party Uphold- 
ing Nation League. 


New York, Feb. 8.—Herbert Hoover 
tonight issued a statement defining 
his attitude toward the presilency. He 
announced that he is not a candidate 
for the nomination and that no one is 
authorized to speak for him politically. 
If the league of nations is made an 
issue in the election, he says he will 
vote for the party that stands for 
the league. 
In response to requests that he de- 
Clare allegiance to either one or the 
other of the great political parties, 
Mr. Hoover says he will wait until it 
more definitely appears what the party 
managers stand for, and will “ exercise 
a prerogative of American citizenship 
and decline to pledge my vote blind- 
folded.” 

Not Seeking Presidency. 
“In order to answer a large number 
of questions all at once,” he says, “ let 
me emphasize that I have taken a day 
off from the industrial conference in 
Washington to come to New York solely 
to attend to pressing matters in con- 
nection with the children’s relief. I 
want to say again: ‘I have not sought 
and am not seeking the presidency. 
Iam not a candidate. I have no organ- 
ization. No one is authorized to speak 
for me politically’. 
“ My sincere and only political desire 
is that one or both of the great political 
parties. will approach the, 
which have grown out of the war and 
are new with 4 clear purpose looking 
to the welfare of our people, and that 
candidates capable of carrying out this 
work shoyld be nominated. 

Tells Stand on Treaty. 
“If the treaty goes over to the 
presidential election (with any reser- 
vations necessary to clarify the world’s 
mind that there can be no infringement 
of the safeguards provided by our 
constitution and our nation “old tra- 
ditions), then I must vote for the 
party that stands for the league. 
“With it, there is hope not only of 
the prevention of war, but also that 
we can safely economize in military 
policies. There is hoge of earlier re- 
turn of confidence and the economic 
reconstruction of the world. 
“I could not vote with a party if 
it were dominated by groups who seek 
to set aside our constitutional guaran- 
ties for free speech or free represen- 
tation, who hope to re-establish control 
of the government for profit and 
privilege. 

Attacks Both Extremes. 
“T could not vote with a party if it 
were dominated by groups who hope 
for any form of Socialism, whether it 
be nationalization of industry, or other 
destructive of individual initiative. 

“TI do not believe in more than two 

great parties. Otherwise, combina- 
tions of groups could, as in Europe, 
create a danger of minority rule. I 
do believe in party organization to 
support great ideas and to carry great 
issues and consistent policies.

_ Gen. Robert Lee Howze, in command of the 
El. Paso district, appeared before the senate sub- 
cominittee investigating Mexican conditions. The 
senators were in El Paso.

OGDEN AVENUE: A FORWARD 
| MOVEMENT. 

Failure té extend Ogden avenue would be to 
leave an important part of the city years behind. 
If the improvement is defeated it means that a 
few focal interests can control the forward move. 
ment of Chicago. 

Chicago has fallen behind {ts proper stride. This 
is because it has been restricted in ‘its public im- 
provements by laws applicable to cities of 30,000. 
Between 1871 and 1903 the public debt increased 

only $1,000,000. The population leaped from 300,- 
000 to 2,000,000. For a few taxpayers to prevent 
the Ogden avenue éxtension would mean a relapse 
into that hopeless condition wherein population 
could be quadrupled but its powers inflexibly re 
strained. 

The Ogden avenue improvement was ordéred 
upon the petition of interested property owners. 
It now is being subjected to protest on the ground 
of increasitig construction cost. But are the ob- 
jectors willing to demand and enforee reductions 

in the wages of workers? We think not. And we

froht foot. North Michigan avenue property, as 
the result of the improvement, has increased from 
$20 to $60 a square foot. Ogden avenue property, 
in the regién to be improved, is stagnant. It is as 
low in value as 80 cents a square foot. 

‘Ogden avenue when made 108 feet wide and 
thrown open to double track street car lines and 
business and manufacturing interests should devel- 
enormous importance. : 

Many of the objectors own property at a dis- 
tance of a mile and a half from the improvement. 
They need have no fear of being taxed out of 
proportion to, the benefits to be derived. The 
project has twice been defeated. But for these 
defeats the extension could have been made at 
a low cost. 

It is unreasonable to suppose the cost of the 
improvement can be less in the future. It is 
cheaper to wreck old factaries and tumbledown 
buildings than new ones which may be constructed. 
The extension is necessary. It is a part of the 
forward movement. It can never be more cheaply 
done. Delay is detrimental to potentially produc- 


HAMMER AWAY. 


During some twenty years we have been writing 
editorials about the smoke nuisance, about the need 
of a subway, about good roads. 

The smoke nuisance remains. The subway has 
not arrived. The great system of good roads which 
would mean so much economically and socially to 
Chicago and Illinois is barely begun. 

Why do these obviously desirable improvements 
linger so long upon the way? There is no party 
defending the smoke nuisance. We all know it isa 
nuisance, a threat to health, a tax on comfort and 
decency. There is no party opposed to the subway 
idea, although there is opposition to specific subway 
proposals. The overwhelming opinion favors a sub- 
way as soon as we can getit. Yet the overwhelm- 
ing opinion does not overwhelm, the subway does 
not arrive. The need of good roads no one denies 
or has denied. The smoke nuisance, the subway, 
good roads are not debatable topics. We all agree 
on them, but we don’t get them attended to. 

We work spasmodically and make a little prog- 
ress. But our normal state is indifference or pre- 
occupation with: other things. We had worked 
through to a fearly clean sky before the war, but 
we have let the pall-cover us again, and our reform 
momentum has almost ended in this direction. We 
have had the subway in our hand-.more than once, 
and yet have failed’ to get it. Good roads with the 
motoring influence back of them seem secure. But 
when we almost have a thing done, look out. It is | 
{hen the civic sleeping sickness attacks us. 

Probably there is no prescription for this expen- 
sive malady. Exercise is the only remedy, persist- | 
ent exercise. That is why we must keep hammer- 
ing at the obvious. The vis inertia of a great com- 
munity is hard to overcome. By keeping everlast- 
ingly at it motiomis finally attained and by keeping 
everlastingly at jt motion may be kept up until 
something is done. 

The smoke nuisance can be abolished if we want / 
Ao get rid of it. If we don’t want to get rid of it it is 
because we haven't taken the trouble to think. what } 
it costs us in health, in comfort, in hard cash. 

The subway would add more to the daily comfort 


ment could do. Conditions on the ’surface cars are 
bad enough to keep us awake on the subway ques- 
tion. If we are not awake it is because we haven't 
troubled ourselves to think what a subway would 
do for us or because we are spending our effort on 
damning instead of doing. 

As for good roads, we shall not have the great 
system we need unless we use our imagination to 
discern what it would mean for the city and its 
people in pleasure and profit. 

Let us keep hammering on these things—and 
some others, the city plan, for example—until we 
apt them. They are worth working for. 


FREEDOM OF CONSCIENCE. 
In the proceedings for the expulsion of Socialists 
from the New York legislature the question of ' 
religious belief seems to be playing a part. In 
fact, in the indictment or charges there is a count 
on atheism and a witness recently called testified 
that Morris Hillquit had said “99 per cent of So-| 
cialists who know what socialism is are atheists or 
agnostics.” i 

Let us accept this assertion as true. It prob. 
ably is at least approximately correct. But what 
is the relevancy of religious belief to the legal 
right of the men charged to sit in an American 
legislature? Are atheists and agnostics to be 
denied representation in the American political 
system? If they are to be, it is equivalent to the 
disfranchisement of many American citizens and| 
the disappearance from American principles of one 
of its chief doctrines—that of religious liberty or 
freedom of conscience. - 
The charge of atheism in the New York legis- 
lative indictment is an omimous revival and its 
significance should not be obscured by the prevail- 
ing resentment against radicalism. Unquestion- 
ably, America is passing through an abnormal 
mood and we trust-will emerge from it before long’t 


principles. Nevertheless it should be noted with 
concern that there has been for some time a grow- 
‘ing tendency toward tyranny of opinion. It shows 
in sumptuary laws by which the habits and stand- 
ands of one man are imposed by law upon another. 
It shows in the inereasing disposition to legislate 
conceptions of morality, in the extension of censor- 
ship, and in a growing tendency to enforce by law 
standardized habits and invade the freedom of the 
individual's choice farther and farther beyend the 
point at which his action directly affects others. 
The war, has aggravated, as wars always aggra-. 
vate, this unfortunate human tendency. Unity 
is not merely desirable in war but essential, and 
under the atress of external perfil and necessity of 
public discipline and subordination of the individual 
to common sacrifice and common effort the taste 
for domination thrives and grows. | 
The late War was so drastic in its results that 
conditions are still deeply shaken and the instinct 
for unity, the fear of disloyalty, the desire for 
security, are naturally strong. We are all con- 
scious of disintegrating forces threatening the ex- 
istence of the things we hold dear, and we are 
deeply determined to defeat them. 

‘But it ts time to begin a moral and mental 
restoration. We ought to be careful that principles 
approved to us through centuries of experience are 
not lost or deteriorated. Our peace and humane 
progress are dependent upon our detémination to

DANGEROUS BARRACKS AIR. 
HEN we began to call the draft- 
ed men into the army training 
camps predictions were made 
that respiratory disease would 
; Cause a great deal of trouble. 

It was recognized that there would be 
no great amount of diarrhea, dysentery, 
or typhoid fever because the army had 
changed those procedures which in olden 
times resulted in infections of the ab- 
dominal organs. But it had not changed 
the method of housing men in ‘barracks, 
scores in one room and often with the 
heads of the individuals close together. 
The prediction was made that this would 
lead to much pneumonia. The flu came 
along and the prediction was far more 
than verified. 

Eliminating the epidemic o. flu, there 
was enough pneumonia, bronchitis, 
measles and meningitis to make good on 
}the predictions. 

Dr. J. A. Eagleston has been studying 
barracks room air with reference to the 
spread of meningitis. 8 conclusions 
hold good in a general way as to pneu- 
monia, influenza, and measles on the one 
hand and as to ordinary living rooms, 
offices, stores and shops on the other. 


The doctor says: “In an ordinary 
sleeping hut there ia a stagnant well of 
infected air ‘in which the men sleep. 
This dead air space extends to a level 8 
feet above the floor. The wider the hut 
and the lower the temperature of the 
air within it the better the condition of 
the air. 

“The air in such sleeping huts after 
taps was found always to be bad. The 
meningococcus can be carried at night 
from a carrier to his neighbor unless the 
space between the beds is more than 5 
feet. The spraying range of a carrier 
during ordinary quiet sleep is 5 feet. 
Coughing and sneezing extend this range 
to 15 feet. 

“The distance meningococci are car- 
ried by the breath varies at different lev- 
els. The air around the head of the car- 
rier is infected for a distance of 1 foot 
at 2 feet 6 inches and 3 feet 6 inches 
above the floor, for a distance of 4 feet 
at 2 feet above the floor, and 5 feet at 
the floor level. These were the results 
in a series of examinations of air for 
meningococci. Coughing. spreads this 
coccus over a distance of 15 feet.” 

At that Dr. Eagleston concludes the 
meningococcus is carried in the mouth 
and n spray to a shorter distance 
than is the case with many other organ- 
isms. Crowding spreads infection in 
colds, coughs, pneumonia and influenza.

ONE YEAR GRACE FOR GOVERN- 
MENT (COMPENSATION, 

Many ex-service men are not aware that 
the war risk insurance act provides com- 
pensation for soldiers who were disabled 
in the service, but that this provision 


|covers only one year after their dis- 


charge. That is to say, each service 
man who was even slightly disabled in 
service may have a recurrence of this 
disability some time later in life, but 
the war risk law will not protect him 
unless he has procured within one year 
after discharge his certificate of dis- 
ability from the compensation section 
of the war risk insurance bureau cover- 
ing his illness. The chief medical ddviser 
of the war risk insurance bureau makes 
the estimate of disabled éx-service men 
about 641,000. So far only a small num- 
ber have applied for compensation or 
certificate of illness. 

Discharged ex-service men may apply 
for treatment through any of the fol- 
lowing channels: 

1. He can apply directly to the ex- 
aminer of the public health service office 
of his district, presenting his honorable 
discharge to prove his right to such 
treatment and possible compensation or 
vocational training. 

2. He may apply through the bureau 
of war risk insurance, by letter, request- 
ing an examination and treatment. The 
war yisk insurance bureau notifies the 
patient to report to a specified examiner, 
and if necessary will furnish transporta- 
tion to the patient to see the examiner. 

3. Application can be made to the 
American Red Cross, American Legion, 
or to the county or state board of health; 
who will direct the patient to the near- 
est public health examiner. 3 

District No. 8 includes Illinois, Michi- 
gan, and Wisconsin, and has its héad- 
quarters at 512 Garland building, Chi- 
cago.

EDWARD PAYSON RIPLEY. 
Chicago, Feb. 4.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—In the death of Edward Payson 
Ripley the American railroad world has 
lost not only a heroic figure but also a 
just and gentle character. . 

“What I might want to do myself with 
my own,” he said, “ and what I may do 
as the trustee of the property of others 
are two very different things.” But 
in dealing with the man he was brother- 
ly. While he ggldom interfered with the 
authority of the head of a department, 
nothing was better understood along the 
12,000 miles of line than that any em- 
ployé, from the humblest up, who be- 


‘lieved that the final decision of his case 


had been unjust had available an ap- 
peal over the highest heads to Mr. Rip- 
ley. Such appeals he reviewed minute- 
ly and laboriously. 

Long ago the Santa Fe established a 
death benefit fund for the families of 
employés. Beginning about twenty years 
ago Mr. Ripley put in effect “as si- 
lently as the daylight’ what many are 
now writing and lecturing about as some- 
thing rather new. At the division points 
where many employés and their fam- 
ilies congregate, and especially at points 
in desert regions, he erected recreation 
halls, with libraries, billiard rooms, 
swimming pools, sleeping rooms, and 
other conveniences. All the year round 
welt known lecturers, high class choirs, 
orchestras, and other instructors and 
entertainers are employed ta go over 
the system from one peint to another, to 
the great enjoyment of the men and 
their famflies. 

“The hardest work we have to do,” 
said Mr. Ripley once, “is to spend our 
money—to spend it well.” He had un- 
limited daring in spending for the fu- 
ture, in extending the, property and pro- 
viding equipment for both freight and 
passe rs; and it was probably this dis- 
positi which caused him at times to 
criticize severely as inimical to~the in- 
terest of the United States what he 
believed to be the shortsightedness. and 
parsimony of the rate making commis- 
sions.

Rumble of Discontent 


Brinas Action.

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—Al- 
though the Canadian government has 
spent about $300,000,000 in taking care | 
of returned soldiers, the question of | 
extending further aid and adopting a) 
more general rehabilitation measure | 


will be one of the problems before the 
dominion parliament when it meets 
this month. 

When the war ended the Canadians 
who had kept the home fires burning 
were enthusiastically grateful to their 
soldiers and determined to make this a 
better country for them. They voted 
great sums for gratuities, pensions, vo- 
cational training, land settlement, and 
reéstablishment work. They set aside 
$40,000,000 more this winter to take 
care of unemployed. 


Soldiers Want More Aid. 

Still the agitation continues, and the 
Great War Veterans’ association, com- 
prising the most numerous body of the 
returned service men, has voted to en- 
ter politics and to try to force its 
demands on parliament. This organi- 
zation will hold a convention in Mon- 
treal on March 22 and formulate plans 
for the attack. 

The United Veterans’ league, said to 
be 50,000 strong, is dernanding a $2,000 
gratuity, and President J. Harry Flynn 
told the veterans at Hamilton that he 
would organize a march 6n Ottawa to 
present this demand. 

The convention of farmers of Mani- 
toba has indorsed the stand of the 
Great War Veterans on the gratuity 
question, declaring that cash grants 
should not be made, but that the gra- 
tuity should bea used to take care of 
mortgages on homes or business or in 
making payments to enable the soldiers 
to get homes and business of their 
own. 

The work of the Canadian govern- 
ment in putting soldiers back on the 
land is the biggest thing of the kind 
ever undertaken. In this work alone 
$200,000,000 has been gpent and about 

40,000 men have been started in a new 
life, with every prospect of independ. 
ence.

Apple Flavored Ind an Pudding. 


When any food is high priced and 
not abundant it has been the fashion 
of thrifty nations to use it mainly as 
a food adjunct of condiment or sea- 
soning. One apple used in that fash- 
ion will improve @ number of rather 
mild prodvcts which the cook puts

together. 


Take Indian wiitidinds made of one 
quart of milk, one-fourth cup of In- 
dian meal, one-fourth cup of molasses 
—or sorghum is better, and a little 
larger measure of it may be — 
ger, or ginger to taste. Cut up one 
good sized apple fine and bake it with 
this, and perhaps some one who knows 
persimmon pudding will say that it 
tastes like that luxury.
